Mr. Baldwin remains the leader of the 
Conservative Party, and will appear in 
the House of Commpns to-morrow at the 
head of a big and united Opposition.

Baldwin, at the meeting at the Hotel Cecil 
this afternoon, made a very good speech, 
and met with a warm reception from those 
present. I am told by one who was 
present during the proceedings that there 
was remarkably little discussion, but that 
a sensation was created by a speech made 
by a woman, Miss Milkington, one of the 
rejected candidates at Liverpool.

Mr. Baldwin said that for the last two 
years the most serious problem with which the 
country was face to face was the problem 
that, was unsolved still—that of unemploy- 
ment.

view, nothing but disaster could have over- 
taken us. 

“Now, at the election we made pro- 
posals which we thought then, and which 
I think now—(cheers)—would have, if they 
had not been a complete cure, at any rate 
enabled us to fight this evil to which I have 
alluded with some prospect of success. But 
when we put those proposals to’the country, 
and asked for the judgment of the country, 
that judgment went against us.

“In speaking to you as I have,” he con- 
cluded, “I want to speak to you of a live 
united Party that is prepared to go forward 
with courage and vision into the new age 
that is dawning upon us, and I am quite 
confident that if the Party will proceed in 
that spirit, if it will look forward rather than 
backward, if it will be united, and try and do 
something rather than criticise, then not only 
will the country recognise that, but we shall 
have in the future a more glorious record to 
our credit than we have had in its long and 
glorious history. ' 

THE RESOLUTION. 

The Earl of Balfour moved.:—‘‘ That. this 
meeting, having heard the statement made by 
the Leader of the party, desires to express its 
confidence in him and its agreement with the 
policy he has outlined.” 

They had new, he said, a united party— 
(hear, hear)—looking forward to carrying out 
in a united spirit a policy, not of class selfish- 
ness—he denied that that had ever been the 
policy of the Conservative Party—but a policy 
whieh he believed to be absolutely necessary 
if the economic position and the welfare of 
every class, and most of all she working class, 
of this country was so intimately bound up. 
The Parliamentary situation was unique. 
There were three parties, all in a separate 
and well-defined organisation-—he did not say 
in every case with a well-defined policy—no 
one of which had, or could: have, in the pre- 
sent Parliament a decisive majority. The 
result was obviously a great peri] to the 
country, 

“You have on one side Socialism,” said the 
Karl of Balfour, ‘‘ the precise limits of which, 
the precise formulation of which, is not as vet 
absolutely clear, but which, if we are to 
believe the opinions of the leaders, did they 
ever get uncontrolled power over the machinery 
of the State, its Lexislatiers and its Executive, 
would, in my opinion at all events—and I 
believe in this the whole Unionist Party is 
with me—be absolutely fatal to that economic 
position under which this country can alone 
survive as a tolerable place of residence for 
our overcrowded population. (Hear, hear.) 

“1 am going to call your attention to the 
extraordinary difficulty of the Parliamentary 
‘situation, in which you have one great party 
devoted te the cause of social reform, but 
quite clear that the progress of social reform 
must be along the well-tried lines of economic 
civilisation, You have another party equally 
devoted, and, I believe, sincerely devoted, to 
the cause of social reform. and thinking that 
that reform is to be only attained by up- 
setting the traditional basis of economic 
life. And you have a third party 
aiming at I know not what, 
anxious to preserve [ know not what, 
moving in its policy, now one way and now 
another, conscious that it cannot be in office 
itself, apparently determined that those with 
whom they are in close agreement shall not 
be in office, but giving a most uncertain and 
most unskilful support to the Socialist Party, 
whom they at once patronise and fear.” 
(Cheers. ) 

Mr. J. F. P. Rawlinson seconded the 
motion, and others who spoke in support 
were Mr. J. C. Gould, Mr. Geo. Terrell, Dr. 
Russell Wells, Major Clifford Brown, Mr. 
MacQuisten, and Miss Pilkington. 


MR. CHAMBERLAIN. 


Mr. Austen Chamberlain said that he 
heartily accepted the programme of the party 
as defined by their leader. Alluding to the 
political situation, he said that they were 
making an experiment in Great Britain, 
which was only possible because the people 
were so profoundly conservative that they 
could, and did, not believe that men who 
preached revolutior. would in office practise 
revolution, Whether their stay as a party 
in Opposition be longer or shorter, he was 
sure that they had as clear a duty to per- 
form in Opposition as they’ conld have in 
Government, and that as much depended 
upon their unity and their wise direction as 
upon any other party in the State. 

H asked members of the party not to 
weaken the hand of the man whom they 
chose as leader, and not to ask of him or any 
of them that they should remit decisions to be 
debated in public meetings.

BOYS’ STRIKE. 
TRAINERS PROPOSE 
NEWMARKET RATES.

No steps. were taken yesterday to. end 
the strike of: the stable hands employed in 
the Curragh training establishments. - Vir- 
tually «all the employés—numbering two 


hundred—have left their work, and the es- 
sential duties are being carried out by the 
trainers themselves, assisted by their rela- 
tives and friends, 7 
The strike has occurred over a question of 
wages. The employés who ‘live in’’— 
about 150—were paid 24s. a week ; those who 
(‘live out.” received 47s.:6d.. -The trainers 
eave nótice afew weeks ago that. wages would 
6 reduced as from last week to 20s. and 
40s., respectively, as paid at Newmarket. 


TRAINING COSTS. 


A leading trainer informed the Jrish 
Times last mght that the Curragh stable. boys 
received the highest wages of any in the 
world. Newmarket came next, and ‘the Cur- 
ragh trainers merely wished to bring wages 
down to that, level. 

Owners are charged by. Curragh. trainers a 
maximum of three and a half guineas per 
horse per week, or three guineas per horse if 
the owner places more than a certain num- 
ber of animals with one trainer, Newmarket 
trainers are paid five guineas per horse. 

In addition, the owner of the Curragh- 
trained animal has to pay to the Turf Club, 
which provides the gallops and a staff to 
maintain them, an annual fee of four guineas. 
In 1917 the fee was two guineas, and before 
the war one guinea. 

Owners feel that the time has come when 
training fees must be reduced, or the num- 
ber of horses maintained will have to be 
curtailed. Trainers say that their charges 
can be reduced only if the wages paid to the 
stable boys, which are still at war time level, 
are revised. i 

The trainers also wish to reduce from £5 
to £2 the bonus paid to the boy on each 
occasion when a horse under his charge wins 
a race. Head stable boys, also, in some cases, 
get the £5 bonus. 

Our informant said last night that the 
stable bovs want to direct the stables. They 
refuse,| for instance, to do any work on Sun- 
day, but it is pointed out that these valuable 
animals must be fed and watered and other- 
wise receive attention as on other days of 
the week. 


STABLE BOYS’ CASE. 


The stable ‘ads, on the other hand, com- 
plain that their wages are meagre for the 
amount of hard work that they have to do in 
all weathers. Their duties are very respon- 
sible, as the slightest carelessness may affect 
very considerably the value of the. fine horses 
in their charge. This point, it is urged, has 
not been sufficiently appreciated by owners 
and trainers. 

‘* Living-in ” conditions, they claim, are 
very bad, and their general treatment is not 
considered to be good enough. Those who 
live out have not observed any appreciable 
reduction ‘n the cost of living, which they 
find is as high as it was during the war. 


TRAINERS “ CARRYING : ON.” 


The trainers are able to “ carry on” for 
some time without external assistance. There 
is no important Irish meeting until March 16 
(Baldoyle) and no really big meeting until the 
end of April (the Curragh). Plenty of labour 
is available to move horses when required. 

All the 18 establishments are affected. For 
the first few days of the strike the Jads’ union, 
a branch. of the Irish Transport and General 
Workers’ Union, allowed one boy to remain 
on duty at each stable, but these were with- 
drawn yesterday. R 


STRIRE INCIDENTS. 


Our Newbridge Correspondent says that the 
strikers have gone into residence in the Kil- 
dare Courthouse, and are sleeping in the rooms 
off the main hall. A dance organised in aid of 
the funds on Sunday night was well sup- 
ported. 

Pickets are on duty at the various stables, 
our Correspondent adds, and have turned back 
tradesmen’s carts taking “supplies to the 
trainers’ households and food for the horses. 
No attempt has been made to interfere with 
the trainers and their friends, but Civic 
Guards have been placed on duty at the 
premises. 

One man who did not obey the order to 
strike, owing to a misunderstanding, was 
assiulted by some of the strikers on Saturday 
morning and deprived of his bicycle. Later 
he was interviewed by the strike committee, 
and, after he had explained his position, had 
his bicycle returned. i 

Two lads who took horses to Leopardstown 
for Saturday’s meeting also appeared before 
the committee. The head boy of the stable— 
the head boys not then been called out—was 
exonerated, but the other hoys were forbidden 
to work in a Curragh stable, even when the 
strike is over. 

_The general opinion in -Newbridge ‘and 
Kildare is that the strike will be prolonged.

The Times, in a leading article, observes :'— 
It ix reported that the Prime’ Minister, in his 
statement to-day, will @vote his attention 
largely to foreign affairs: No doubt, he 
clearly recognises the faet that, as we have 
frequently pointed out, the solution of our 
most difficult home problems, such as un- 
employment, is ultimately dependent on a 
wise solution of our foreign problems. 

It may be doubted whether he will he able 
tó sustain for very long the double burden 
of the Prime Minister and a Foreign Secre- 
tary, especially at a time when international 
complications are of a nature to overtax the 
energy of any one man. Put there is cer- 
tainly an advantage in this concentration of 
responsibility. Since foreign uffairs are, for 
the present, the most important of all, and 
since everything else in the life of these 
islands and of the Empire depends on the 
course that they may take in the near future, 
it is as well that the Prime Minister, him- 
self, should be directly responsible for the 
general lines and the hardly less significant 
details of foreign policy. Other recent Ge- 
vernments have suffered in this respect from 
a division and confusion of actual authority. 

It would be unfortunate (adds 7'he 7'imes) 
if Mr: Maedonald, in relation to the Central 
European problem, were to act with that un- 
necessary haste which he has displayed in 
recognising the Soyiet Government. It 
would be unfortunate if German politicians, 
whose own errors have! aggravated the mis- 
fortunes of their country, were to make false 
assumptions about the British Government 
on the ground that it is a Labour Govern- 
ment. It would also be a misfortune if the 
impression were to gain ground in [France 
that the present Government of Great 
Britain is one that can be soothed and 
diverted by pleasant words, while France 
tenaciously pursues, in other forms, a policy 
that is opposed to the interests of England, 
of Europe, and, in the long run, as it appears 
to us, to the interests of France herself. 

It is a time of great confusion, of excep- 
tional dangers, and exceptional opportunities. 
Another opportunity has been given for 
England, France, and Germany to find some 
common ground for calm discussion of the 
great dangers that threaten us all. The 
opportunity is not. given for long, and a very 
great deal depends on. the steps that our own 
new Government will take during tse next 
few weeks.

THE FREE STATE ELECTIONS. 

In the course of a letter to Zhe T'imes, 
written from Dublin, Lord Monteagle says :— 
The problems of triangulation in Parliament, 
soon to make themselves felt, may take a 
generation to deal with, and several Sessions, 
or.even Parliaments, to stand fully revealed. 
No electoral machinery will solve them. But 
the inconveniences and anomalies of three- 
cornered elections in single-membered con- 
stituencies are already patent to all. They 
cry aloud for new machinery, such as pro- 
portional representation, or the alternative 
vote, and it may be worth while to Jook 
across the Irish Sea at the working of the 
former system there. vi 

Indicating certain broad characteristics of 
the actual election last Angust, Lord Mont- 
eagle proceeds:—(1)}—The peaceable and 
orderly character, not only of the polling day, 
but of the prelimimary campaign, was 
as generally recognised as it “was un- 
expected. ‘The change may surely be 
attributed largely to: the decrease of the 
gladiatorial element inherent in single coms 
bat; contests. (2)—The recording of his pre- 
ferences on the voting paper presented no 
difficulty to the literate voter, and the exer- 
cise of his intelligence in making his choice is 
in itself educational. (3)—The personal rela- 
tions between candidates were markedly har- 
monious, and personalities were surprisingly 
rare. Again, this was prabably due te the 
elimination of the single combat. (4)—Still 
more marked has been the decrease of post- 
election bitterness. The single combat has, no 
doubt, spectacular attractions; but in modern 
life, even .in politics, team-work is more de- 
sirable than personal prowess. Mr. de Valera 
and Mr. John McNeill, one of the Free State 
leaders, both stood for County Clare. Mr. de 
Valera headed the poll with a spectacular 
vote, but Mr. McNeill was also elected, and 
if and when Mr. de Valera takes hig seat as 
leader of the Constitutional Opposition it can- 
not fail to reduce asperity that they both re- 
present County Clare. 
5—None of the leaders of any party was shut 
out. The good party man may rejoice at 
gladiatorial defeat, but surely the  non- 
survival of the fittest of any party must soon 
bo regarded as a scandal. 6—While it is 
too, soon to judge of the effect of 
proportional representation on parties, 
it is a notable result of the system 
in the Free State to have given birth to a 
new party, and one that could not have come 
to life at present with single member con- 
stituencies—namely, the Farmers’ Party. - It 
is to be regretted that this should have 
started rather as a class, than a vocational, 
movement, but may a mere Jrishm~n express 
a hope that England or Scotland may go one 
better, and evolve a genuine Agricultural 
Party? They will hardly, however, get the 
chance without proportional representation.

HELD UP. 


EX-SOLDIERS’ DEMAND 
REJECTED. 
CORPORATIONS’S VOTE 

ON WAGE ISSUE. 


- 
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The Corporation of Dublin would not allow 
the workers’ standard of living to be reduced 
because ex-soldiers of the National Army were 
willing to work for 50s, a week, declared 
Councillor Daly at yesterday's meeting of the 
City Council. By virtue of a resolution pro- 
posed by Councillor Daly, and ‘which was 
passed, the Council's grant of £10,190 for 
special road work in relief of unemployment 
distress, has now been indefinitely held up, if 
not rendered altogether inoperative. 

Previous to the opening of the Council meet- 
ing, about 5,000 members of the Legion of Ex- 
Officers and Men of the National Army 
marched to the Mansion ..ouse. ‘The men 
were drawn up in Dawson street in an orderly 
fashion while a deputation from the Legion, 
headed by Captain Moynihan, went before the 
Council to demand that the £10,190 grant 
should be put in operation on the basis of a 
50s. weekly wage. 


EX-SOLDIERS’ POSITION. 
Captain Moynihan said that there were in 
Dublin 5,000 demobilised National soldiers who 
could not get work. They got nm unemploy- 
ment benefit, and nothing was being done to 
reinstate them in the positions held by them 
before they joined the Army. No effort had 
heen made by the Government to get work for 
them, although battalions of women and young 
girls were employed in the Government offices. 
Those women and girls, the speaker alleged, 
were able to earn money to spend in the cafes 
and dance halls while the wives of the ex 
eoldiers could not get sutficient food for their 
children. 

They came before the Corporation to ask 
them not to rescind the resolution, in which 
they agreed to the Government's wage condi- 
tion, and risk the loss of the substantial sum 
that would help to relieve unemployment in 
Dublin. It was a wise and practical resolu 
tion to accept the money with the wage cond!- 
tion, but now agencies were at work to have 
the money sent back until the extreme Labour 
section decided as to what the wages should 
be. That Labour section was backed up by 
the Republican party. 

Alderman O’Brien objected to such. reflee- 
tons on members of the Corporation, and the 
Lord Mayor reminded Captain Moynihan that 
he was treading on dangerous ground when he 
imputed ulterior motives to any members of 
the Council. : 
Councillor Daly said that he would not allow 
Captain Moynihan or Commandant This or 
That to accuse him of a thing of which he was 
not guilty. No threats would influence him. 

Captain Moynihan said that he was far from 
using threats. Men who came out of the 
Army had to pay up the arrears accrued while 
they were away before they would he allowed 
to rejom their trade unions, while those who 
had been in jail had not to pay up their 
arrears. 

Alderman Lalor said that that was not a 
correct statement as far as his union was con- 
cerned. 

Captain Moynihan concluded that the 5,000 
men for whom he spoke denied the right of 
any section to refuse them employment when 
they were prepared to work to earn wages to 
support their children. 


COUNCILLOR DALY’S MOTION, 

Cotncillor Daly then moved :— 

That the resolution adopted. with  rele- 
rence to the grant of £10,190, by this Counce! 
on January 14th last, is hereby amended, hy 
inserting the following words in the conclu- 
sion of said resolution—viz. : 

“Providing that such decision be subject 
to a conference agreement between the Con 
mittee which conducted the negotiations 
formerly and the trade union representatives 
called into conference in connection with the 
reduction in labourers’ wages. 

“That the Streets Committee present to 
such conference a return, setting forth the 
amount of moneys to be spent approximately 
on the purchase of materials and the pay- 
ment of wages, and whether any of the work 
outlined to be paid for out of the proceeds of 
said grant was comprised in any agreement 
with the Port and Docks: Board as work to be 
done by the Dublin Corporation ; or if any ot 
such works have been included ‘in any estt- 


Council.”’ 

Councillor Daly, in the course of a lengthy 
speech, said that the Corporation of Dublin 
were not going to allow the workers’ standard 
of living to be reduced because the captain 
and his men were prepared to accept SOs. @ 
week, He would like to know the trade 
union that would not allow its members who 
were in the Army to return to work until 
they had paid up their union arrears, 

A Voice—The Weastanert Union. 

Councillor Daly, continuing, said that the 
£10.190 was not a dole from the Governmen!, 
but was the Corporation’s own money, atid 
it was but a mere baygatelle of the monevs 
collected by them under the grant for the 
maintenance of their roads. Interested 11 
dividuals got hold of the demobilised soldiers 
and tried to use their position and their 
poverty to beat down the Dublin workers’ 
right to live in decency. 


“GOVERNMENT'S RESPONSI- 
BILITY.”’ 

Alderman Lalor. seconding, said that the 
demobilised men had been brought together 
in this large organisation, directly or in- 
directly, by the people who had demobilised 
them in order to relieve the Government ol 
responsibility for their condition of hunger 
and starvation. The position taken up by 
the Labour Party was that they wanted men 
of the National Army, men of the Repub- 
lican Armv, and men of no army at all to 
be one in the industrial army. Out of this 
grant only £35,000 would be available for 
wages, and that would not mean much for the 
5,000 unemployed ex-Service men, to say 
nothing of the other “unemployed. ‘The 
Labour Party did not wish to stand in the 
way of the ex-Service men, but they cid not 
want to see them used for the purpose of de- 
grading other men’s women il children. 

Alderman O’Kellv said that he belonged to 
the Army of the Irish Republic, and had not 
been demobilised yet, and he hoped he would 
not be demobilised until that Army had 
achieved its obiect. He did not want those 
for whom Captain Moynihan spoke to be work- 
less in the City of Dublin. When they were 
in the Army they did enough damage to the 
city and the citizens, and he did not wish to 
leave them open to the temptation of con- 
tinuous unemployment to do further damage. 

He went on to dwell. on the way in which 
the soldiers had been treated by their '' so- 
called Government” after doing “all the 
dirty work ” for the past two years. Several

DUBLIN ALDERMAN AND 
EX-SOLDIERS. 


When the Lord Mayor took the chair at 
yesterday's meeting of the Dublin Corpora- 
tion, Alderman Murphy complained of an 
incident that had happened on his way from 
his home in Dolphin’s Barn to attend the 
meeting. 

Two men, he said, called on him, and 
practically insisted on accompanying him to 
the Mansion House. They told him they 
were ex-soldiers of the National Army, but 
he could not get clearly from them what 
they wanted of him. He understood that 
the same happened to other Councillors on 
their way to the meeting. What the object 
of this conduct was he did not know, but he 
thought that something should be done to 
prevent the members of the Corporation from 
being coerced in such a way. 

The Lord Mayor said that he could do 
nothing with regard to what might happen 
to any of his colleagues outside the Council 
Chamber.

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A QUAINT STORY OF A BURIED

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CURRAGH BARRACK 
ROOM MURDER. 


SOLDIER GUILTY, BUT 
INSANE. 
Sn 


At the Dublin Commission yesterday, James 

illoran was put forward on a charge of 
having wilfully murdered William Johnson, 
by shooting, in one of the barrack dormitories 
at the Curragh on the night of December 
20th, 1923. He presented an unkempt and 
wild appearance, and, with head shaking, 
stared all round the Courthouse, and seemed 


to be talking to himself. 
tion whatever to judge or jury, and when he 
was called upon to plead he did not reply. 

A jury was then sworn to try whether the 
prisoner was “mute of malice or by the 
visitation of God.” 

Dr. Hackett, who had the prisoner under 
observation in Mountjoy Prison since Decem- 
ber 22nd, gave it ag his opinion that the 
man was shamming insanity. When he was 
received into the prison he gave himself 
several names. He had ascertained that the 
)risoner had come from the neighbourhood of 
“agas Co. Shgo, and that his family 
record was healthy. 

The jury found that the prisoner was ‘‘ mute 
of malice,’’ and on a second issue they found 
that he was sane and capable of pleading to 
the charge against him. 

Killoran. was then put -on trial before 
another jury, and Mr, William H. Cox (in- 
structed by Mr. Gerald Byrne) was assigned 
for his defence. 

_Mr. Carrigan, K.C.,and Mr. Dudley White 
K.C., conducted the prosecution. : 
The prisoner was a soldier in the National 


Army, and on the night of the 20th Decem- ' 


ber he entered a dormitory in which a fellow- 
soldier named Johnson was in bed. Another 
soldier named Graham was asleep in front 
of the fire. The prisoner attacked Graham, 
threw him to the floor, and dra ged Johnson 
out of bed and kicked him vio ently. Some 
policemen came and took the prisoner away. 

The prisoner returned ‘to the dormitory, 
armed with a rifle, which he presented at 
Graham, whom he ordered to go on his knees. 


' He then turned the weapon upon Johnson, 


who was asleep in bed, and shot him dead. 

Corporal John O'Donnell said that he heard 
a shot within tht room, and then saw the 
prisoner passing along outside, carrying a 
rifle. The prisoner was muttering something, 
and said to witness that he wished he had 
seen him a few minutes before. He seemed 
to be excited, and had the appearance of 
being in drink, but the witness would not 
say that he was drunk. 

n answer to Mr. Cox, the witness said 
that the prisoner was of rather a wild dis- 
position, and seemed “capable of doing any- 
thing.’’ 

Lieutenant Walsh, Army Medical Corps, 
who was called to the scene of the tragedy 
shortly after its occurrence, said that he took 
the prisoner into custody. He appeared 
excited, and would not answer questions. 
Asked what his ame was, he said that it 
was Gunning, and that his age was 54. The 
witness did not think that there was any- 
thing wrong with his mind. 

Captain O'Higgins said that he brought the 
prisoner to a detention cell. He did not tell 
the prisoner what he wag charged with, and 
all the prisoner said was, “What's the 
matter?” He did not speak further. 

Captain John O'Kelly, who received the 
prisoner into custody at Kildare, said that 
the first word the prisoner said to him was, 
“You are going to shoot me now.” 
charged with the murder, the prisoner,made 
no reply. 

_ Dr. Donelan, Resident Medical Super- 
intendent, Grangegorman Mental Hospital, 
said that he, in company with Dr. Hackett, 
had examined the prisoner ‘on the 5th of 
January, and that he had come to the con- 
clusion that he was of a degenerate type, 
easily affected by alcoholic drink. If- he had 
had any considerable quantity of drink at 
the time of the murder the prisoner would 
not have appreciated the EE ia of the act 

e was doing. : 

The witness agreed with Dr. Hackett that 
the prisoner was shamming insanity. 

Dr. Hackett, in additson to the evidence 
that he had already given, told the jury that 
lece of evidence in the case that 
went to show that the prisoner was insane 
was that to the effect that after the act the 
prisoner undressed and went to bed. A man 
in his senses would attempt to escape. 

The jury found that the prisoner was 
guilty of the murder, but that he was insane 
at the time of the commission of the act. 

Mr. Justice Pim directed that the prisoner 
be kept in close custody until the pleasure of 
the Governor-General in regard to him was

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VALLEY OF THE KINGS, — 
Monday. 

Not since the mysterious sealed wall 
between the ante-chamber and the sepulchral 
hall of the tomb of Tut-Ankh-Amen was 
broken through, just three days short of a 
year ago, has there been such excitement in 
Luxor as there is to-day in regard to the lift- 
ing of the lid of the sarcophagus, ou the eve 
of which event we now stand. It is no 
exaggeration to say that every one of the 
many hundreds of tourists who have been 
arrivigg during the past ten days, as well as 
the inhabitants of modern Thebes, is talking 
and thinking of little else but what the in- 
vestigation of the sarcophagus may reveal, and 
all eyes are now centred on to-morrow’s cere- 
mony. Work has been actively carried on in 
the tomb during the past two days to pre- 
pare of the event, and by noon to-morrow all 
should be in readiness. 

The task has been complicated by the fact 
that, as already mentioned in an earlier 
despatch, the lid is cracked in half. Had it 
been intact the operation would have. been 
far easier, since one piece’ could have been 
lifted by means of differential pulleys, but 
two pieces entail the employment of less 
handy tackle. However, provided that there 
is no unforeseen obstacle, Mr. Howard Carter 
does not anticipate much difficulty in carrying 
out the operation, though it may prove some- 
what long, as it is not known how deeply the 
lid is embedded in the casket. 

The roof of the fourth shrine, which directly 
enclosed the sarcophagus and had been sus- 
pended over it, has been removed to the ante- 
chamber, an operation which, owing to the 
great weight, took up the whole of the morn- 
ing; but it has not been possible, owing to 
their size, to take the sides of the shrines 
away from the walls of the sepulchral hall, 
against which they have been reposing since 
the dismantling, and as a result the space in 
the hall is very restricted, and most of the 
guests will only be able to watch the work 
trom the ante-chamber. 

The sealed wall was pierced on February 17, 
1925, revealing the sepulchyal hall, almost 
completely filled with the dazzling gold and 
blue faience shrine. 
the ante-chamber, though their existence was 
known from. mural decorations in various 
‘tombs, were of a kind that had never before 
been found, and from this point of view alone 
the discovery was of. first-rate importance ; 
but the revelation of this shrine, with 
the inner doors still 
necropolis seals, and the further room 
leading out of the hall containing the 
canopic shrine and various emblems associated 
with burial rights and customs, at once set it in 
a class by itself, since it held out the prospect 
that, for the first time in the record of 
archeology, the explorers would find them- 
selves in the presence of a Royal burial, as 
origihally carried out. . 

Owing to the lateness of the- season it was, 
however, impossible to attempt to penetrate 
the shrine, and the tomb was shut down at 
the end of February, though the work on the 
objects taken from the ante-chamber_ con- 
tinued in the laboratery until mid-May. Mr. 
Carter returned to Luxor at the end of 
October. but it was not until November 20 
that it was possible to re-enter the tomb. | It 
was at once decided to leave everything else 


this year on the great shrine,.the dismantling 
of which, and ot the nest of shrines it con- 
tained, had to precede any: investigation of 
the sarcophagus, which it was hoped was 
inside. But so much had to be done in the 
direction of recording, so complicated was the 
construction of the nest of ‘shrines, and so 
many unexpected treasures had -to be dealt 
with, that it was only on January 3 that it 
was possible to open the doors and’ confirm 
the presence of the sarcophagus within. Even 
then considerable work had to be accom- 
plished before it could be freed of the 
structure surrounding it, and, in fact, it was 
not until February ó that a full view of this 
wonderful stone casket could be obtained. 

It has throughout been a wearisome. and 
trying undertaking, and at times the natural 
desire to seek confirmation of their hopes must 
archeologist’s 
anxiety to preserve all possible data. But 
the interests of science invariably triumphed, 
and to-morrow it is to be hoped’ that Mr. 
Carter and his. associates will find their 
reward. Nevertheless, a strong element of 
uncertainty attaches to the nature of the 
contents of the sarcophagus. i 

Archeologically, everything tends to 
indicate that the revelation should be 
magnificent; but there is no precedent to 
serve as a guide; for this is the first tame 
that a Royal sarcophagus has been found 
intact, while in addition, this tomb belongs 
to. a” somewhat abnormal period—one of 
marked transition. It is, therefore, frankly 
impossible to forecast, with reasonable hope 
of accuracy, in what circumstances the King 
will be found lying within, Even the little 
band of renowned archeologists now gathered 
here are spending their spare time con- 
jecturing what to-morrow will bring forth; 
in fact, like everyone else, they are on the 
tip-toe of expectation.—{7'imes World Copy- 
right.)

of Mr. Justice Samyels, made on the lith 
January last, and the writ of suramons, and 
all proceedings therein, be. set aside in their 
entirety upon the grounds that there was n 
jurisdiction in the! Court to make the order, 
or to allow service of the writ out of the 
jurisdiction; that the contract in the writ 
was not made within the jurisdiction, and 
the cause for action did not arise therein; 
that the Court was not aware of the true fact, 
when making the order, and the same were 
not laid before or fully considered by the 
Court, and that the order was made in error 
as to the same; or, in the alternative, that 
the action be stayed pending the decision of 
the matter in dispute by arbitration in the 
manner provided for by the contract, and 
that plaintiff be ordered to pay the costs of 
the action and the application. 

Counsel read the affidavit of the plaintiff, 
who resides at 47 Kenilworth square, 
Dublin, on which Mr. Justice Samuels granted 
the order for service of writ out of the juris- 
diction. [t set out that the action was 
brought upon a policy of insurance datea 
Zlst June, 1922, whereby the defendants 
insured him against damages and costs arising 
from accidents caused by his motor truck, 
and for damages for the breach by the defen- 
dants of the contract contained in the said 
policy. The defendants carry on the business 
of insurance, and their h office is at 217 
Piccadilly, London. They had at the time 
when the policy was made, and had now, 
agents in blin~namely, Messrs. Alan B, 
Kidd and Co., Ltd., of 14 Dawson street. 

On the 16th June, 1923, he received from 
Messrs. Kjdd and Co. a request for the re- 
newal of the premium on the policy, and 
having paid to them the sum of £12 2s. 6d. 
he received a receipt upon the printed form 
of the defendants, countersigned by Messrs. 
Kidd and Co. On the 7th August, 1923, 
a collision took place between the motor 
truck and a motor bicycle, which was being 
driven by Francis P. O'Driscoll. 

He immediately reparted the occurrence to 
Messrs. Kidd and Co., and received from them 
& claim form, which he filled up and returned 
to them for transmission to England. F rancis 
P. O'Driscoll instituted an action against 
the plaintiff for damages for personal in- 
juries, and the defendants took upon them- 
selves the conduct of the defence. he action 
was heard by @ special jury, before Lord 
Justice O'Connor, and a verdict and judg- 
ment for O’Driscoll were entered for the sum 
of and costs. He (plaintiff) had since 
paid the £300 under threat of execution, and 
wag liable to pay the costs when taxed and 
examined. e defendants had repudiated 
liability upon the policy, the contract for 
whieh was made in the Free State. 


DIRECTOR’S CONTENTION. 


Counsel read an affidavit of Herbert Arthur 
Lawler, managing director for the defendant 
company, who stated that the paragraph in 
the plaintiff’s affidavit that the action was 
brought upon a policy of insurance, the con- 
tract for which was made in the Irish Free 
State, was untrue, inaccurate, and Os 5 
as the defendant company had no branch, 
office, or official in Dublin or the Irish Free 
State, and that Alan Kidd and Co. were nov 
now and never had been their agents, except 
that they received commission on business in- 
troduced. 

Other affidavits having been opened, couu- 
sel proceeded to cite a number of cases, and 
submitted that the Court had no jurisdiction 
over the defendants. If their yr Neg 
held against him on that point, then, he 
contended, on the second branch of his argu- 
ment, that the case should be remitted to 
arbitration. 

The Lord Chief Justice asked what wae 
the nature of the questions to be submitted te 
arbitration.

The Lord Chief Justice asked what was 
the statement in the proposal form which 


was challenged. 

Mr. Battersby, K.C., said that it was stated 
in the correspondence, and, further, it was 
asked that a dis ute having arisen, the matter 
should go to arbitration. . 

Mr. FitzGibbon, K.C., with whom was Mr. 
Newett (instructed by Messrs. Stanuell and 
Son) appeared for the plaintiff, and said that 
it was a remarkable thing that every single 
statement of fact that had been made by any 
person who swore an affidavit on behalf of 
the defendants was contradicted, either by a 
document under their own hand, or by one 
of the other parties who had sworn ap 
afidavit in support of it. 

He (counsel) produced a document issued 
and printed by the defendants themselves in 
which they named Alan B. Kidd as their 
district representative in Dublin. When Kidd 
was faced with that, the only answer he made 
was, ' That was in 1923.’’ All the documents 
contradicted the suggestion that Kidd was not 
the defendants’ agent and that they had not 
agents here now. All the documents cor- 
reborated his (counsel's) contention that the 
contract was completed in Dublin.
